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(57) Abstract: There is described a Session initiation Protocol (SIP) network entity (3) for oeprating in a communications channel 
O between a first SIP end point (1) and a second SIP end point (2) in a communication network.The first SIP end point (1) has available 
O a first set of communication features and the second SIP end point (2) has available a second set of communication features, including 
at least one communication feature, for example Music on Hold, that is unavailable to the first SIP end point (1). The network entity
